Huck Finn Day For 1973 
Set For Saturday, Mar. 24 


After approval by the 
Sierra Madre City Council 
and th-3 board of the Sierra 
Madre Historical Society, a 
lease agreement concerning 
ihe "Richardson House” in 
the city’s Mt. Wilson Trail 
Park has been signed by the 
City and the Society. 

The formal signing of the 
lease by Mr. Tal Morash, 
president of the Historical 
Society, took place at the 
regular monthly meeting of 
the board on March 5. By 
this lease the city grants to 
the Society the use of the 
first house built in Sierra 
Madre by John Richardson 
in 1864, now designated as 
an historical landmark sit¬ 
uated i,n Mt. V/ilson ’TTali 
Park at the foot of the his¬ 
toric Mt. Wilson Trail. 

The Society plans ta fur¬ 
nish the house and main¬ 
tain it as a small museum 
which will be open to the 
public at specified times. 

Signing of the lease is the 
culmination of two years 
planning and negotiating by 
the City of Sierra Madre and 
the Historical Society. 

When the house is ready 
tc be opened to the public 
it will be one of the most 
charming ad interesting his¬ 
toric sites In the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley and is sure tc 
attract many visitors to 
Sierra Madre.

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


n. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: V^hen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971.

ANSWER; Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect In California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an-/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replece those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

14. QUESTION: Is It mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ bo 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of sabstantlal circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

This now law pro¬ 
vides -SI,000 more relief than 
last year and §750 more re¬ 
lief than is .altai liable 
through Hie veferatLs’ ex- 
omntion, which wall remain 
at h.OOO 

All in all, the road to eco¬ 
nomic readj'ustmont for pri- 
•soners of war returning to 
California should provide a 
smooth, trip. A pieec of our 
current prosperity is certain¬ 
ly deserved by each and 
every man.

(not just light sources) hav¬ 
ing definite size, sliape, tex 
turo, protuboraitces and a 
di.stinctive ‘behavior’ which 
indicates liiat tlie cbject.s 
are mamnLactured, rather 
tha.n natural phenome n a, 
and uiuier rntelligont exm- 
trol.” 

“The combi ,n a t i o n (.f 
lound, symetric, wingless 
craft able to hover, fly ver 
lically and horizontally at 
very high speed.s and ro 
make almost right angle 
turns, usually noiselessly, 
rtilt\s out torre.sti.al origins as 
docs a historj' predating 
man’s recent space exploits,” 
ho said. 

Friedman feels that his 
own published .studies indi 
cate that tho term Earth Ex¬ 
cursion Module (EEM) is 
far more descriptive tliar 
UFO sine® EEMs have many 
features in common willi 
our ow.n Lunar Excur.sion 
Module. 

“These include the ability 


to hover over, land, and take 
off from., unprepared sites in 
flic doondocks, to rendezvous 
with a mother ship, and to 
carry .stra.nge looking Hu¬ 
manoids who wander, collect 
specimens, and then take 
off. 

"Tlie fastest manned fly¬ 
ing craft now’ in use,” ex¬ 
plained Friedman, "are the 
round, .symetr i c, squat, 
wingless, tailess, Apollo 
Command Modules which 
look far more like reported 
UFQs than like normal air- 
pla.nes. 

“EEMs make good sense.”

What it really is all alx>ut. Tliero is a big political 
and news media hassle over why President Nixon changed 
his cabinet from known politicos to non-known, non- 
politicos for his second term in office. As usual, the news 
media and all of the other commentators on all sides of 
the question have missed the boat completely in their 
hysteria to nit pick at the President and make a sow’s 
ear out of a silk purse. 

The real reason is that for years, the second and 
third level bureaucrats, locked into their jobs in Washing¬ 
ton since the days of the now deal, have always tried 
their damdest to sabotage and frustrate the desire and 
will of any President who really wanted to do something 
constructive for the country. For years they have frus- 
trat<Hl every President, whether Republican or Democrat. 
Most of the bureaucrats have been Democrats, locked into 
their jobs under Democratic administrations, because the 
Democrats have (controlled the Congress and the jobs 3(i 
out of the last 40 years. 

Time after time, various President’s have told the 
country, when campaigning lor office, they were going 
to cU'an out the various departments, but not one, after 
election, has been able to do it . 

Th(c principal reason they could not do it was that 
it had become a custom to appoint politically oriented men 
to the cabinet, men whose future careers were destined to 
the political world.

The news and airwav('s will soon be filled with 
|)ontifications by those who question the right of the 
IT('Sident to reduce spending of tax money after the 
Congress has passed appropriations the President thinks 
are e.xcx'ssive. Most of tlie noise will come from politicians 
who want your tax money spent to buy votes for them 
in their districts, other noise will come from commenta¬ 
tors and broadcasters who know not what they think. 

The cmxlitions are clearly sp('lled out in the federal 
constitution, and Article 1, Section 8 says Congress can 
lay and (ollecl taxes, borrow money, regulate commerce, 
raise and support armies, provide and maintain a navy, 
but no where does it say Congress can carry out the day 
by day me<,hanics of these items. 

The actual administration of various legislative acts 
is a sole function of the President, defined in Section 1. 
article 2 of the federal constitution. "The executive power 
shall be vested in the President of the United States.” 

Power is the word the framers used. Section 3 states 
that the President shall "from time to time give Congre.ss 
information on the state of the nation and shall recom¬ 
mend to their consideration such measures as he shall 
judge to tx' necessary and exp(.'dient.” 

It’s high time that a President of the United States 
exercist'd his constitutional responsibility to protect the 
taxpayers of this country from being wiped out financially 
by ix)liticians in the Crongrc'ss who couldn’t care loss. 
For much too long wo have had President’s who gleefully 
sp(>nt all that Congress appropriated, and then asked lor 
more. 

riEM — Senator James R, Mills (D) San Diego has 
intrcxiuced SB 248 to spend $2 million dollars to improve 
the Del Mare Race Track. I would like to know just how 
the taxpayers got into the business of financing race track 
plants? How about improving the brood of the pexjr, the 
sick, the old and the disadvantaged?

Washington reports have it that the United States 
may take a few European astronauts into space when 
the U.S. space shuttle starts manned flights around 1980. 
The Europeans would get their seats after the contem¬ 
plated U.S.-Soviet space linkup. 

Idea man for taking the Europeans aboard is said 
to be President Nixon who is pushing for joint ventures, 
and the Europeans are reported to be keen on the idea. 
One might be pardoned fpr the touch of wry the pro¬ 
posal brings out in that most of the same European 
countries have been giving Nixon and the U.S. a miser¬ 
able time over the late Vietnamese struggle.

If Your Teen-Ager Has Become A Jekyll - Hyde 
Be On The Alert For Possible Addiction To Drugs 


Has your or.ce a 1 e r t, 
friendly, studious teen-ager 
developed a Jekyli and Hyde 
personality? 

Is he or she cheerful one 
day and depressed the .next? 
Have yoi’i noticed an abnor¬ 
mal inclination to drov/si- 
.nes,s and irritability, an in¬ 
ability to eweentrate and a 
tendency to toll little whitf? 
lies? 

If your child displays any 
of those characteristics, you 
may have cause to worry, 
for he may be on the road 
to narcotics addiction — if, 
indeed, he is not already 
“hooked.” 

Because of widospr e a d 
parental conce r n about 
drugs, the safety research 
department of the Hearth¬ 
stone Irsiuran(?e Company of 
Massaohusetts consulted ex¬ 
perts on narcotics to pro¬ 
duce a set of symptoms to 
look for in detecting addic¬ 
tion. 

“Actually, the signs of 
addictio.-v are ea.sy to spot, il 
one is really loo’-iing for 
them,” observes "W. Clement 
Stone, president of 'Heart- 
stone, who has been associ¬ 
ated with j.uve’.vile narcotics 
work for more than a de¬ 
cade. 

Stone is an adviser to 
Teen Challenge, a nation¬ 
wide organization that works 
with juvenile narcotics ad¬ 
dicts. It is headed by the 
Rev. David Wilkerson, the 
evangelist. 

Generally speaking. Stone 
said. Teen Challenge ha.s 
found that lieroin addicts 


display some or all of these 
symptoms. 

Needle marks an arms or 
legs, wateiy eye.s, furtive 
glances, chronic drowsiness, 
marked restlessness, ups(-t 
stomach., ulceroas sores, 
strong body odor, habitual 
.scratching or no.se-rubbing, 
frequent dizziness, mental 
and physical deterioration, 
spells of preoccupation or 
talkative,r.fss, depres s i o n 
and despondency and a per¬ 
secution complex. 

Government nar c o t i c s 
experts in the Departmonl of 
Health, Education a.nd Wel¬ 
fare and tho .National In- 
•stitute of Mental Health 
described some obvious 
symptom-s of the use o f 
amphetimines, or speed. 
There is a tendency to talk 
loud and fast and pace the 
floor Loss of appetite, ir¬ 
ritability and instability alsj 
are the marks of the “.speed- 
freak,” along with lethargy, 
fatigue, muscle pains, raven¬ 
ous hunger and depression 
that can lead to suicide. 

One high on LSD has an 
i.ncrea.sed pid-sc- and heart 
rate, higher blood pressure 
and temperat’ure, dilate pu¬ 
pils and cold, sweaty, trem¬ 
bling hands and feet, a 
pallor, chills end goose 
pimples olten develop, along 
with a wot mouth, irreg.ulai 
breathing, nausea a.nd loss 
of appetite. 

Smoking marijuana, or 
pot, produces increa.sed 
heartbeat, coughing spasms, 
hunger and drowsiness. 

One of the thou.sands of 
addicts wlio have .sought 


help at Tee.n Challenge once 
toM Wilkerson that h e 
wished his parents had kept 
a closer watch over him. 

'Td chock how long a kid 
stays in the bathroom,” he 
said. "If be is there very 
long, he might be taking 
drug.s. I used to do that. 

“It’s a g(X)d idea to look 
for some of the signs of nar¬ 
cotics. If arms or handker¬ 
chiefs havp any blcxxl on 
them, it might moan a kid 
lias been using the needle. 
Also, when he gets high his 
eyes get very red, especially 
from marijuana, and his pu¬ 
pils get very small. 

"People can tell from 
looking at you if you have 
been smoking pot. Dark 
gla.sse.s help becau.se when a 
fellow is high on marijuana, 
lie can’t .stand tlie sun. 
When a kid gets into tho 
habit of wearing sunglasso.s 
all the time, it’s a sign he 
might be using drugs.” 

VVh.at shmild a parent do 
when he come to the pain¬ 
ful conclusion that his child 
is “hooked?” 

Wilkerson- rocomm ends 
that you cenfront your 
youngsters with the evi¬ 
dence, and tlien ask him if 
he .needs — and wants 
help. 

“Alx>ve all,” he counsels, 
“you can show him you love 
him and want to help him. 
Recriminarions will only 
drive him deeper into drugs.”

The California Highway 
Patrol will coordinate toug.h 
statewide emphasis against 
vehiclo thefts through a new 
program designed to cut the 
theft rate and boost the 
number of stolen vehicles re¬ 
covered, Commissioner Wal¬ 
ter Puciinski announced. 

A federal grant of $1,250,- 
000 was approved by the 
California Council on Crim- 
ina] JiLsticf^ to fund addi¬ 
tional CHP positions and 
equipment for the 16-month 
program, which begins with 
a four-month organizational 
phase and moves into tac¬ 
tical operalio.r. July 1. 

Pudin.ski said a Highway 
Patrol study of vehicle theft 
by an independent consul¬ 
tant “revealed a.n average 
eight per cent annual rise i.n 
thefts While the vehicle re¬ 
covery rate was dropping 
from 90 to 80 [)er cent in 
a three-year period. 

“Vehicle thefts now tota< 
one of every six FBI incle.x 
crimes in the state. Califor 
nia, with more than 140,000 
thefts annually, has the 
third highest per capita theft 
rate in the nation. Motor¬ 
cycle thefts have grown 
most rapidly. Vehicle theft 
is costing California n.s over 
$100 millian every year.” 

The Patrol will add 41 
.uniformed personnel, bring¬ 
ing to just below 90 the 
number assigned to auto 
theft statewide.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is re^y dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the "John Doe Television and Time aock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is retdly owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious fUing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
